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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendment filed on 8/5/05 has now been 
entered. However, in summary, by default "subsequent requests" are "continually routed to preserve state information" and/or "maintain 
the state information", Paper Filed 10/25/05, page15, lines 4-6. Thus, it is suggested clarity in how and/or when state information is 
routed. This is relevant since Applicant suggests state information "expires and [be] removed from memory", Paper Filed 10/25/05, page 
15, line 7. However, the limitations "rather than the state information being kept at either of the two endpoints", Paper Filed 8/5/05, pg. 12, 
lines 24-25 and "the SCONE 470 is not kept at one router, but instead is continuously routed among various network components", Paper 
Filed 8/5/05, pg. 14, line 13 as suggested is not claimed. "Nowhere does Bayeh ever show or consider a network between the client(s) 
and the server cluster", Paper Filed 8/5/05, pg. 18, lines 5-6 is also not claimed as suggested. Also based on the analysis provided, the 
generic "network" suggested is not claimed and is not reasonable based on the common usage of "network" since there are many 
"networks"' described in Bayeh. "The Internet", col. 1, line 20 of Bayeh is stateless and as admitted "the entity in Bayeh that handles the 
reassociation process", Paper Filed 8/5/05, pg. 19, lines 8-9 as well as the "session server" "reassociates these session objects", Paper 
Filed 8/5/05, pr. 19, line 4, and these elements also satisfy claim 30 and the "network components". Applicant suggsts "the session 
server is not the same as the 'multiple network components'", Ppaer Filed 10/25/05, page 19, line 19 is correct since Bayer teaches 
multiple network components as "servers", col. 1 1 , ine 7. "Reassociated" "session objects" is clearly described as the session object "can 
be accessed for subsequent transactions", col. 1 1 , lines 3-4 and said nework components do this on a continual basis as needed, or 
randomly, lines 61-62 as taught at col. 14, lines 43-45 to "modify any fields of this object that can be updated ", col. 14, lines 63-66
